Ra twenty-five feet square and twenty feet 
high. Fora moment the men stood lost 
in admiration at this woaderful work. The 
floor benuath was hard and. perfectly 
smooth, while by the dim light of the can- 
dles they could see that the walls were em- 
bellished with a multitude of uncouth 
characters, intended to represent flowers: 
birds, trees, and other natural objecrs, al 
caryad jn solid limestone. On the south 
wall appeared a representation of the aun, 
and immediately below this was « man 
clad in # loose, flowing robe, in the act of 
stepping out of a boat, and holding in his 
hand a dove, 

The roof of the chamber was ombollished 
with stars, serpents, and chariots, the out- 
lines of all being revealed plainly and dis- 
unctly, Inthe centre of the apartment was 
a large flat slab, and upon removing this a 
large yault was revealed below, which wus 
filled with the skeletons of some unknown 
race, all of them being in a sitting or stand- 
ing posture and almost perfectly preseryed 
even to the smaller bones. It was noticed 
that all had onginally been interred with 
their faces to the southwest. By the side ot 
each skeleton stood a small yaso of the most 
form and Gnish, each being filled 
with aspectes of yellow colored earth, One 
of the vases was examinod, and at the base 
found to contain some animal bones and 
dark particles of animal matter, which had 
evidently been placed i tho sepulchro to 
support thedeparted to tho spirit land, a 
{uneral rite in obedience to the wide-spread 
custom among the many barbaric nations, 
Heads of arrows, stone hatohets, and pieces 
of shells perforated with holes, were found 
scattered about the vault in profasion, The 
skeletons were arranged in the form of a 
semi circle, the largest being placed in the 
centro. This skeleton, by actual measuro 
ment, stood seven feot eight inches high. 
The teeth were white and glutened like 
ivory, while in the palm of one of the out~ 
stretched hands, securely looked 10 the 
artioulatad bones, repoaed a small pearl 
ornament. This person had evidently been 
the chief of the tribe, and waa consequently 
buried with vuusaal honors. By the aide of 
the cranium were two ear ornamonte of ahell 
while numerous minute bone and copper 
heada covered the floor of the vault, Ves. 
tives of a fibrous cloth were also discovered 
near the lower oxtremeties of each skelvton, 
but so thin and palpable that it crambled 
away at the slightest touch, No ornaments 
ofgold ormlver were found, but yarious 
implements in copper were soattored thickly 
about, which had evidently been proouret 
from the mines ot Lake Superior, as the 
evidences are acoumulating that these mines 
date long prior to the

This is emphatically the age of Railways. 
Turn which way you will and everywhere 
preparations are being mado to open up 
and develope the resources of the country 
by meangof Railways, Every town «od 
city on tho frontier is making prodigious 
efforts to open up communication with some 
yaluable pointor centre, from which it 
oxpcots immense advantages. 
Railways already open are stretching out 
their iron hands to grasp the trade which 
is growing up on our northern lakes and 
rivers, Oities like Toronto and Hamilton, 
which have grown from comparatively small 
towns to great cities from these feeders to 
trade and commerce, are using extraordi 
nary means to extend communication with 
every partof the country, Port Hopo, 
whose very life-blood is its Railway, 1s 
endeavoring to iucrease its prosperity by 
Brockville has a scheme aflonc 
for extending its road to the Georgian Bay 
which will make that growing town the 
depot for an immensely increased trade in 
lumber and the products of the West, Ali 
over the Province of Quebec there are Rul 
Ways projected for opening up and settling 
tho free grant lands and building up the 
towns and cities on the frontier, and Town- 
ships and Counties are giving large buatises 
to build these Railways, The fact is, the 
people of the country are awakening to the 
fact that astand-still policy will not in 
crease the value of their property, will not 
extend our trade and commerce, will not 
bring usemigration, will not settle the 
free grant lands, will not build up manu- 
factures, will not enable us com 
pete with the country across the lines, 
which, whatever may be its faults, fosters 
emigration with a lavish hand, and pro- 
motes enterprises which tend to make it 
a wealthy and prosperous land, The 
people are awake to these facts and alive 
to their interests, and ure willing to make 
the necessary sacrifices to promote the 
niaterial prosperity of the country. We in 
Belleville have shown what we are willing 
to do, and the Townships along the line of 
the proposed Grand Junction Railway have 
shown what they are willing to do to open 
up communication with the interior of the 
country, and mike tbat line one of the 
many highways for carrying the produce 
of the Great West to the ocean. Other 
municipalities will be called upon to vote 
bonuses to aid this undertaking, and from 
the spirit that pervades sll classes, there 
is little doubt thateach municipality in- 
terested will do its share to promote this 
scheme,

perty, The large and rapid increase which the 
project promises to the population and wealth 
of the county, and especially to its back town- 
ships, 1s evident, a8 18 also the large advantage 
to the present residents, trom the cheapening 
of the cost of carriage of all produce aud sup- 
plies to and from market, 
To 1851 the quantity of land owned In the 
county Was little over 225,000 acres, occupied 
by nearly 8,000 ratepayers, In 1870 the quan- 
tty assesaed was about 600,000 acres, divided 
among 5,000 ratepayers. It la evident that the 
progress of Frontenac has been rapid within 
tho last 20 years, and in no part has it been 
more so than In the townships north of Btor- 
rinton, Loughdoro’ and Portland, But 
if the natural ratio and progress has been 
great, how much greater will it be under the 
Influence of the fucilities afforded by a rallroad 
which will traverse the County of Frontenac 
from the range of its remotest concession line 
to tho city of Kingston, 


Every acre of ood farm land within easy 
distance of the road will be largely advanced in

The Invarlable resulta of railroad entérprise 
In Canada point to its value in improving the 
country, Inno case has lt been more marked 
than In that of the railroads ponetrating the 
interior, Tho Northern Railroad, extending 
from Toronto to Collingwood, has exerted a 
marked influence not only upon the country 
through which it suns, but even upon the 
distant territory of Muskoka now to be con~ 
nected with It by railway.

to Kingston on Its way to the United States, 
From figures presented by gentlemen who have 
carefully examined the question, and especially 
by the sontlemen from Pembroke, who recent 
ly visited us, {t appears that this trade in round 
numbers amounts to from 200 to 300 million 
feot of sawed Jumber, and from ten to fifteen 
million fect of eawed timber Annually, There 
is consumed by the people engaged In this trade 
4 vastly larger quantity of food than its country 
produces. The supplies required aro estimated 
at half a million bushels of oats, 12,000 barrels 
of pork, 19,000 barrels of flour, and 6,000 tons 
of bay, und other \tems in proportion, The 
farm produce required Is equal to three-fourtha 
of all the oats, one-fith of allthe wheat and 
hay now raised to Frontenac. This large quan- 
uty of produce Is now purchased at distant 
polnts and carrled by costly modes of transport 
to Pembroke or its vicinity by way of Brock- 
yillo or Ottawa, and then in great part south— 
Ward towards Kingston to tho valleys ot the 
Bonnechere and Madawaska; or from Perth, by 
au expenslye land carrlage, to the waters of the 
Misslesippl in the township of Palmerston and 
elsewhere. 

Many reasons Induce us to belleve that could 
such @ route as the one proposed be opened for 
railway traflc, ® yery large portion of tho trade 
mentioned must at once avail {teclf ot ite great 
facilities, Prominent among the reasona which, 
We think, warrant us in clafming for such an 
enterprise that Its advantages to the lumber

This office he held until 
the defent of the Government. 

As a life member of the Legislative 
Ccuocil, Mr, Ross was called to the Senate 
on tho formation of the Dompnion in 1867, 
He has not, however, taken an active part 
in politics of late. For the last four years 
he has resided most of the time at Tours, 
France, on account of the ill-heulth of 
Mrs; Ross, though he returned, each year, 
to ativnd to his parliamentary duties.

In the House yesterday, Mr. Graham 
(York), offered a resolution with the object 
of securing patents for Crown Lands upon 
which the purchase money had been paid, 
but where it was impossible to perform 
settlement duties on account of the swampy 
stato of the property. Several members on 
both sides of the House opposed the motion 
on the ground that it was too sweeping in 
its nature, The Attorney General sugges- 
ted that if there was any special case of 
Hirdship, it might Lo brought beforethe 
House for consideration. Mr. Graham 
accepted the suggestion and withdrew his 
motion, el 
Mio BAKKE tioved the House into a Com- 
mittee forthe purpose of considering a 
motion having for its object the appoint 
ment of Judges of the Superior Courts as 
Commissioners, to whom private estate billa 
would be referred for their opinion, teuch- 
ing their legal aspect asset forth in the 
preamble, before being sent to the private 
bills committee. The judiciousness of the 
measure was generally approved by both 
sides of the House, and Mr. Blake subse- 
quently introduced a bill on the subject. 


* Mr, Lyon moved an amendment to Mr. 
Lount’s motion for the third reading of the 
bill authorizing the sale of certain lands in 
the township of Blenhein, forming part of 
the estate of the late Joseph B. Spragge,and 
after some discussion the amendment was 
lost by a large majority. Mr. Lyon then 
moved another amendment giving tho bill 
three month’s hoist, but this also was lost on 
nearly a similar division, there being but 
one yote mere given in favorof it.

“That it is reported to this Board that a great 
discrepancy exists between our local and 
through freights and accommodation on the 
Grand Tronk, and this Board recommend that 
such ac tion be taken by its council as to remedy 

Be evil complained of, no far a8 practicable,” 
No communication has, 80 far, been ade 


dressed to thin Company upon the subject ; 
and I beg to be allowed, without delay, to 
address you, as President of the Dominion 
Board of Trade, as as to remove the very 
singular misconceptions into. which both 
yourself and severel speakers’ at. the Iste 
ueeting haye fallen, You are reported to 
have said, in bringing the subject forward, 
that: 


“ The people of Canada had contributed large- 
ly to the Grand Trank Railway, but that road 
oud charged tates which were altogether pre- 
ferable tu forelgoers, He bad a resolution on 
the subject, condemning the earrylng of frelght 
at cheaper rates for people In the neighboring 
States, The ame rates were charged by the 
| Graod Trunk for flour from Chicago to Boston 

and New York as to Montreal, These diserim\: 


nations operated injudiciously to the people of 
this country,’ ~ 


I confess to be much surprised that you 

should have made statements which ure 50 

absolutely opposed to the nctual facts. 

You were of course speaking of rates dur- 

ing the period that navigation is closed, 

for shippers never trouble themselves about 

inquiring what our rates are in summer ; 

unless we are prepared then to carry at but 
little above'the rates that are in force by 
the water lines, we may as well shut up 
the railway. 

Now, with reterence to the winter rates, ~ 
what are the facts? 

You say: “The same rates were charged 
by the Grand Trunk for floar from Chicago 
to Boston and New York as to Montreal.,” 

The rated from Chicago to Boston are 
fixed by the shortest lines, and we have 
nothing to do with those rates, but tocharge 
the same as otber lines. 

No one knows better than yourself that 
railway rates are always proportionately 
less for long than for short distances. 

The present winter rate on flour from 
Chicago to Boston, the dittance by the 
shortest line being 1,027 miles, is $1 80 « 
) barrel. 

The present winter rate from Chicago to 
Montreal, the distance being 860 miles, or 
167 miles Jess than to Boston, is $1108 
barrel, or 20c, a barrel less than therate to 
Boston. 

Your statement, therefore, ‘that the rates 
from Chicago to Boston and Montreal are 
the same, is simply a misstatement of fact, 

Following the example of inaccuracy of 
statement, which you had thus set, sdveral 
speakers spoke of the rates charged ‘by this 
Company for local traffic as excessive, and 
4s injurious to the trade of Canada. 

I shall now proceed to prove that there 
never were statements made 80 opposed to 
actual facts, and that there is no railway 
upon this continent where the trade of the 
country is carried on at such low rates as 
are clarged to the people of Canada by the 
Grand Trunk Conipany. 

It isu necessity of ite position, owing to 
its runping alongside the most splendid 
water communication in the world, which 
is in fall operation for 7 months out of tlie 
13, rates for the ontire 
yeare—-but this necessity is a positive gain 
the people of Canada, and forces the 
railway to do its work ata much smaller 
profirthan is earned by any other line on 

he continent,

To satisfy niyself further upon the sub 
ject, I personally inspected the records at o 
number of the principal stations west of 
Toronto last week, and I found that cara 
from Montreal arrived at those stations in 
three and four days after leaving, and it 
was only when somo exceptional oocurrence 
took place, that that time was exceeded, 


I may adduce further proof of my state- 
ment, derived from a source entirely inde= 
pendent of the Company’s records, 

A merchant of Montreal doing a large 
business with the West, was, some months 
ago, speaking to me about these matters, 
and I asked bim to find out what time his 
customers actually received theie goods, 
after they wore sent off from Montreal, Ho 
subsequently wrote to me that ho bad sent 
out with the invoices for the goods he sold, 
soveral hundred circulars, asking his cus 
tomers whether or noc they received their 
goods in the time stated by us that we 
would deliver them by our express freight 
train, He received supplies from nearly 
all; and jn only seven cases was avy delay 
complained of. 

The time taken by our express freight 
traina is less than 3 days to Toronto, ani « | 
proportionate time for distances beyond. 

I submit that I have completely disposed. 
by a plain recital of actual facts, of the

‘The firat statement was that local freight 
was lyiny at stations, and could ot be for- 


warded, 
It iso doubt trne that, for a short ume 


wo 


alter harvest, when every dealer is pressing 
to get his grain fo market within a fow 
weeks of its being harvested, as 18 the case 
with every railway and vessel owner ac that 
particular period, some delay of necessity 
arises, iu tnoving off the quantity of yrain, 
that every available team inthe country is 
employed in bringing tothe stations of the 
different railways. All lines are then glike 
in that respect. 

ButI state unequivocally that it is not 
true that local freight is being neglected to 
earry through, or that the trade of Canada is 
suffering, from the Grand Trunk Railway 
being unable to meet the demands made 
upon it. 

On the 24th inst, I issued an order to 
every station west of Kingston, to send me 
a statement of all the freight on hand wait- 
ing shipment, andto let me know if any 
complaints had been made as to difficulty in 
obtaining cara tO carry off the traflic from 
the station. 


Ihave now before me the replies from 
every elation; and the whole amount ot 
freight on hand at all the stations was less 
than 90 car loads, for which the agents had 
shipping orders, Weare now loading and 
forwarding, daily, from those stations, about 
150 cars, so that there was absolutely no ac- 
cumulation anywhere, and no detention of 
any kind. 

The universal reply from every station is, 
that there has not been any scarcity of cars, 
and that consequently no’complaints have 
been made by shippers, On the contrary, 
shippers haye expressed themsolves as well 
gatisfiod with the facilities whioh they have 
teceivedon the railway. 


The second complaint is that freight could 
not be sent to Europe by Allan's steamers, 
because the railways did not furnish cars, 
Allans only run a certein number of steamers 
—one every week—and can only, therefore, 
oarry a certain quantily. 

Last winter we had to stop receiving goods 
for them at our stations five weeks before 
the last steamer sailed, because we were 
carrying to Pertiland more than they could 
take away, although every steamer was 
loaded to its full capacity. Fifty (50) car 
loads of what we did take down remained at 
Portland after the last steamer had sailed, 
beeause they had not room for it. 


And as regards this winter, there is now 
sufficient freight at Portland, taken dows 
by the Grand Trunk, to load the next three 
steamers at least, without taking ‘nto ac- 
count what is in transit on this side of 
Portland, avd which will amount to n very 
large additional quantity. 

The next statement is, that it takes six 
days in summer, and ten daya in winter, to 
carry freight from Montreal to Toronto, 
being on ayerage of 560 miles in one case, 
and 80 miles in tho other, ass day's work 
on the railway. 


Tt will not be difficult to prove that this 
statement is also entirely opposed to the 
actual facts, 

Every car carrying freight is required to 
run an average of 150 miles a day in win- 
ter, and 200 miles a day (of 24 hours) in 
summer, Careful records are kept in my 
own office of the actual running of the 
curs, and every case of delay is specially en 
quired into, when it is found that the re- 
quired daily mileage bas not been obtained 
out of euch car, 

From the compilation now before mo of 
theae returns for the year 1870, it appears 
that during the 12 months, 413,411 care 
were moved over the line, for various dis- 
tances, to carry the traffic, and that out of 
that large number, only 8,208 were beyond 
the specified time of 150 miles 
winter, and 200 miles a day in summer 
That is, very little more than three quarters 
of one per cent. of tha whole,

This letter has extended to such a length, | 
that I might well stop here; but as Tam 
addressing, thrcugh you, a body of men 
who represent all classes of the.commercin} 
interests of Canada, and who are entitled 
tofill information upon all matters relat- 
ing to the trade of the country, I hope it 
will not be considered out of place, if I 


add a few remarks upon a subject which 
has of late been made the ground for a 
good deal of public discussion. 


I allude to the physical condition of the 


Grand Trunk Railway and {ts rolling stock: 


I have the less hesitation in doing this, 


becauseetatements haye been made which 
are calculated, if not designed, to divert 
trade from the Dominion,and thns to vital- 
ly injure the interests which the Board, 
oyer which you presided was assembled, if 


possible, to promote. 

I do not intend to enter into any com- 
parison of the condition of the Grand 
Trunk Railway at the present time, and 
what it was when I took charge of it near- 
ly nine years ago, 

I wish simply to state a few plain facts 

During the 10 Years from 1861 to 1870 
there have been put in, upon the 798 miles 
of main line, between Portland and Sarnia, 
2,703,085 new sleepers. The orginal quan 
tity of sleepers put in on the main line was 
1,685,876, so that every sleeper as been 
renewed in about 5$ years. The sleepers 


are, therefore, as sound and in as yood 


condition as it is possible them to be, upon 


any line of railwoy in the world, 

As regards rails, 1,132 miles of new rails 

have been put down upon the 798 miles of 
railway in the 10 years. That isto say, the 
average life of every rail bas not been 
lowed to go beyond seven yeara—the whol» 
line having been renewed in the 10 years 
nearly once and a third times. These rails 
have been procured from the best makers 
in England, many of them at a high price, 
and guaranteed as to their wear—from the 
rolling mill at Toronto, where they have 
been manufactured with great care, acd une 
der a very stringent specification—and for 
the Vortland line, from one of the 
milla io the United States, 
It cannot be said that new material has 
been nigardly supplied. The best makers 
have been employed, and high prices paid, 
to endeavor to secure the best possible 
quality.

And I say now, that since I have known 
it, the Grand Trunk Railway bas never at 
this season of the year beenin as good a 
condition as {t is to-day. I make this 
statement advisedly, and with at least as 
much practical experience upon the subject 
as any other person in Canada, 

The Grand Trunk, like other lines, ia 
dependent upon starting passenger 
trains from either end upon the arrival of 
the trains of other Companies. When they 
arc late, which {sa very frequent occur- 
rence, it derangesa the whole train service 
from one end of the line to the other, and 
during its course of 789 miles of main Jine, 
it has to make connection with 18 other 
traips, Which join it at various points aloug 
the route. For all of these it of necessity 
must wait, and many of them are fre quently 
more or less behind time. Public conven- 
fence requires that the travel along th: 
entire length of the lino should be accom- 
modated and waited for, but it has become 
a fashion in some quarters to put down 
ull delays ov solely attributable to the 
Grand Trunk,

It is a fact that west of Toronto our 
trains are run with as much regularity as 
apy railway in Canada or the States in our 
vicinity; and it would not be difficult to 
prove by statistics that the Grand Trunk, 
taking its length into account, runs as well 
as any other lines on the northern part of 


this continent, 


Iron raila haying been proyed not to be 
entirely satisfactory i cold climates, this 
Company began 5 years ago an experiment 
with stecl rails. (t had to be done cau- 
uously, as engineers had doubts if the 
material would not break in severe cold, 

Five years’ trial hus -proved that steel 
will stand where iron breaks, and accord- 
ingly in 1870 the Grand Trunk Company 
| imported and laid in 60 miles of steel rails, 
which have stood pertectly the severe cold 
of the present month, Eighty-flve (88) 
miles have been ordered trom England for 
this year, and ifthey can be procured, I 
hope that after this year nothing but steel 
rails will be laid down, 

This Company was the firat to introduce 
#lecl rails‘into Canada; but the experiment 
having Great Western 
Company is following our example, their 
experience of iron being as much against it 
aa ours, although their climate is on the 
whole so much less severe. 

As regards rolling stock, we have added 
900 to our stock of freight cars during last 
year, besides greatly improving the capacity 
and general quality of our old stock.

stock, 


We have also largely added to our stock 
of engines, and are yearly building or 
buying a number of new ones, to take the 
place of older and weaker machines, 

Thus, in 1867 we carried 1,417,440 pas- 
sengers, 

And 1870 1,642,907 do; 
showing an increase in 8 years of 225,000 
passengers, 

Io 1867 we carried 1,016,874 tons freight, 
And in 1870 1,802,848 do 
being an increase of 286,000 tons,or upwards 
of 25 per cent. 

And during the present year, our weekly 
receipts, arising from our greater facilities, 
are increasing at the rate of from $15,000 
to $40,000 a week. 

Unfortunately, owing to our geographical 
position, we cannot get as paying rates for 
the work we perform as other companics 


are able to do, 


Thus our receipts are less than they 
ought to be, and the cost in proportion to

issulng warrants for thelr arrest, and while we 
feel it to be our duty as representatives of the 
people individually to lend our ald in bringlog 
those murderers to Justice, Jt feela that it would 
be unwise and Inexpodient to loterfure with the 
prerogative which properly belongs to another 
goverument, aud to discuss a question over 
which this House has no control,’ 

Those who spoke against. Mr, Blake's 
motion were as hearty, and more outspoken, 
in their condemnation of the murder of Scott 
asany of his supporters, But they knew 
the resolution was altogether out of place in 
that Howse, anu very properly voted it down, 
There are questions connected with the 
government of Manitoba which will very 
properly come before the Government, and 
we huye no doubt there will be a searching 
enquiry made into these matters during the 
next session of the House of Commons,

Dear and 
* Dr. Palmor,Principal of the Deaf and Damb 
Institution, Belleville, 1s indefatigable in his 
endeavors to bring tho benefits of the Inatitu 
tlon under the notice of the people of the Pro 
vince of Ontario, In view of this fact it is to 
be hoped that County Councils willlend their 
aid in forwarding the good work, The Coun 
ty Council of the County of Hastings has set 
good example by providing for the main- 
tenance of deaf mutes in the County, at the 
expense of the County. Let others follow 
this example, until the school Is made free by 
the Province, which we hope will de dono ere 
long,so that none of this class of unfortunates 
may grow up to the years of maturity in ig- 
norance, 

The following circular will show what In- 
formation the Principal is desirous of obtain- 
ing :— 

Dear Sm,—lI respectfully ask your atten 
tlon to a few remarks in behalf of the Dea! 
and Demb of the Province “of Onturio, for 
whose education and improvement this 
Institution has been established. 

Having been appointed Principal, I desire 
to inform myself, fully, as to the number of 
this unfortunate class in the Province, of a 
suitable age to enter school, so that the 
necessary steps may be taken to secure their/ 
admission into the Institution. 

As you have an extensive acquaintance in 
your county, you can, doubtless, ascertain 


whetheror not thera ara any deaf mutes who 
should be sent here, As ample provision 
has been made, We are prepared to receive 
all Deaf and Dumb persons between the ages 
of seven and nineteen, who are not physically 
or mentally imbecile, and any information 
as to the terms of admission, &c., will be 
cheerfully given upon application to me by 
letter or otherwise, 
In remote sections of the Province, many 
Deaf and Dumb persons grow up in total 
ignorance, simply because their parents or 
friends are either unaware of the advantages 
of instruction.or because they are unwilling 
to dispense with their labor during the period 
in which they could acquire an education. 
Sometimes they are influenced by a prevalent 
and foolish notion, that their unfortunate 
offspring will not be properly cared for it 
sent to the Institution, Many of the parents, 
also, of this class are poor and know little 
or nothing of the provision which has beon 
made for the instruction of their children. 
It is, therefore, important that special effort 
be made to secure the admission into the 
Institution of every one of these unfortunate 
persons. 
I ask tho nid of all good citizens of the 
Province of Ontario in this work. If they 
will interest themselves in the matter and 
see that all these afflicted children are sent 
here to be educated, we will then be enabled 
to accomplish the noble end for which this 
Institution was designed. 
Please inform as to the name, age, con- 
dition, name of parents and Post Office, 
of any deaf mute within the limit of your 
acquaintanco,

France 
can yet afford to expend millions of money 
and thousands of mén on tho chance of 
reducing the terms of German aggression, 
and when her people are united ag one to 
so resist, it ought to induce modesty in 
those who beg her to cavein, It isnot a 
position where Prussia can say, “ Brother 
Poachum, we aro both in the wrong.”— 
France made that honest confession on her 
part in September last, but Prussia had no 
intention of granting forgiveness—-if she 
cannot kill she will do all that is possible 
next to it—towards her foc, Threatened 
folks live long, and though nations have 
battled on their knees, they have rogained 
their fect, There is many a slip twixt the 
cup and the lip. 

The forts of Paria have now been nearly 
a fortnight bombarded—none have been 
yet taken, nor is the loss in life or damage 
to the defences anything serious, The be-~ 
siegers must adopt other measures or pound 
away till thecrack o’doom. Inclose quar- 
ters the death -grips will be more terrible, 
and the besieged will have many chances 
in their favor. A life for a life can be bet- 
ter secured. These attacks of the Germans 
have not at all frightened the Parisians, 1t 
has but brought more closely home to them 
that the final stage of the contest is reached, 
and that the time bas arrived to die or be 
victorious, Tho Provinces do expect that 
Paris and her half million of warriors will 
exhibit a glorious jinalse, and would sadly 
and justly mourn if'such an army failed to 
break through its prison bars. Numbers 
will be slain in the grand sortie, but num- 
bers, will, perhaps, also escape, and must 
carve their way to succor, Better the glory 
of such a movement than the laying down 
of armsafter the patterns of Metz andSedan, 
In ono case something may be achieved ; 
in the other, only a sort of funeral march 
intoGermany. A strong pull, a long pull, 
and a pull altogether, can do wonders, 

We have some news as to how the Paris- 
ians have taken their baptism of bombs, If 
anything, rather good humoredly than 
otherwise. When a “whistling Jack” is en 
route, the citizens do not fall down and 
worship it, but throw themselves flat on 
the ground, and when the shell explodes, 
rush to pick up the fragments. The escape 
may notybeso easy when the bombs drop 
more frequently, or when houses are set on 
fire, and all Landa are called to the pumps, 
Tt isacurious coincidence, that, the first 
shell that fell in the neighborhood of Aut- 
euil, was in the garden of that celebrated 
“White House,” once the property of 
Prince Pierre Napoleon, and the scene of 
the Victor Noir tragedy. The Germans 
must bring their guns nearer, and maintain 
a more continuous fire, if they desire to 
bring the inhabitants to a sense of their 
situation, Under certain limits, ft is said, 
the people in a bombarded town became 
habituated to the whirr-r of ashell, Inthe 
suburbs of Paris the poor people who have 
remiined, regard such ‘‘talling meteors’ 
with the indifference of hardened soldiers. 
But the position is trying and dangerous 
all the same, 

It is clear that by the north sido of the 
city only can Trochu lead out his troops. In 
this direction can he alone receive succor of 
food and men, The German ring once broken, 
the French can push on towards the army of 
the North. But this army must by this time 
be again engaged with the enemy. Faidherbo, 
it is believed, is not desirous of staking the 
fortunes of his troops by a grand battle—he 
is reserving his supreme efforts in the expec- 
tation of meeting ‘l'rochu. Manteuffel, on 
the other hand, does not aeem anxious to 
penetrate into the quadrilateral of the North, 
he would require much larger reinforcements 
than he has received; besides if Trochu es- 
capes ho will be taken between two fires, 
Further, the Germans aim at surrounding 
wherever they possibly can, and ‘netting,’ 
not slaughtering tbelr enemies. Sedan and 
Metz impressed the world more than Splehern 
or Grayelotte. If Manteufful is to assume 
the command of the eastern army of invasion 
it may be plainly regarded asa ‘kick upstairs’ 
—tin any case it does not look as if Versailles 
was contented with the conduct of affairs 
either in the north or oast. Manteuffel’s 
successor will naturally be Von Gosben, who 
is a Genoral of greater dash, and I may add 
more esteemed by the First Army Corps than 
Manteuffel. It will require some hard fight. 
ing to occupy the Northern Departments. 
There {s a large sea-faring population which 
has largely contributed tho best fighting men 
yet shown in the war, Cambrai, Arras,

Company-service, arrived »t Winnipeg on 
she 18th ult, He was 46 days reaching 
there, He says that upon the trip he heard 
pothing of the disease until reaching Vic - 
At that place daughters of 
Mr. McDougal, Wesleyan Missionary, had 
i tien victims to the svourge, Mr. McDou- 
gst himself having been attucked, From 
Victoria upward the ravages seem to bave 
heen great. Big Lake is almost depopu- 
inted, and most of the few survivors left 
for the plains, At this place 280 persons 
have died. The missionaries and sisters 
are doing noble work amoung the uaotortu- 
nates, but are comparatively lielpless on 
wecount of their smallness in number, It 
jg estimated that 2,000 at least have fallen

More Rumors by Washington 
Correspondents. 


The Fisheries Question said to be 
settled, 


Why Schenck did not Sail. 


New Youk, Feb. 6.—A special correspondent 

telegraphs that {t is understood at Washington, 
aod stated as explanatory of Minjater Schenck’s 
delay in leaving for England, that a British 
diplomatic agent is on the way to Wasbington 
with unthority to settle points of dispute 
between England and America relative, not 
only tothe Alabama claims, but to the fishery 
question. If this proposition is accepted by 
our Government it {s belleved Schenck will 
remain in Washington and conduct negotiations 
on the part of the United States, 

The Herald's Washington correspondent 
telegraphs : It fe understood that Gen,Schonck, 
who wastohaye sailed from New York last 
Wednesday, has been summoned here atthe 
urgent request of Minister Thornton, and Sir 
John Rose, who hdyo assured Secretary Fish 
that they are authorized by the British Govern- 
urcot to say that,in the interest of good [eellog, 
tho Dominion authorities haye been lostructed 
peremptorily at onceto restore the license 
system to ourfishermen, so asto give them 
practically the rights and privileges pertaining 
tothe Inshore fisheries of the coast of British 
Norih America, This concession Js to be made 
without conditions, and eyidently In expec~ 
tatlon that it may lead to such amicable 
relations as will the more readily pave the way 
fora satisfactory re-opening of the Alabama 
Question upon General Schenck’s advent in Eng- 
land. In order to get the forced acquiescace of 
Canada, o delay of some three weeks Jn General 

k's departure has been asked by British 
ugents bere, As the Canadian official organ ot 
Ottawa flercely denids the right of England to

Schools for Colored Children. 


The Board of Common Sohool Trustees 
of St. Catharines, having had some difficulty 
in connection with the Separate School for 
colored children, arising out of some ofthe 
Jatter desiring to attend the Common 
Schools, to which objection was taken, the 
chairman wrote to the Education Office 
upon the subject, and received the following 
answer :—

Ougf, E%q., Chairman Board of Schoot 
Trustees, St, Catharines : 


“Srm,—I have the honor to state, In reply to 
your letter of the 16ch Inat , that the law recog: 
nises the right of colored people, if they 
choone, to have a separate School established 
for them, and the Court of Queen’s Bench has 
decided that when such « school has been es- 
tablished, the children of colored people would 
not be entitled to enter the Common School. 

“The Judgmentof the Court, Queen's Bench 
Reports, Vol. 11, page 578, Is strongly in aup- 
port of the right to exclude the children of the 
colored people from the Common Schools, 
where Separate Schools have been established 
for thom. The recent Act in Ontarlo, 82 Vic., 
Chap. 44,Sec, 9, while giving the colored child 
the right to attend the Common School unless 
there Ja a Separatu School within three miles, 
implies, of course, that If there be such School 
within that distance, he should attend it.

To make thig 
statement clear it must be understood that 
these roads are made in as direct a line ap 
can be run by theodolite, as little diverg- 
ence as possible being allowed. Such was 
the case of the Hastings Road in the first 
instance, On this road the instructions 
were carried out with remarkable fidelity, 
and the precipice must have been formid~ 
able indeed, on the route over which the 
road was not made; the result was us be 
fore described, one over which a good team 
of horses could barely draw an empty wag- 
gon, It was goon after improved by another 
grant,which was expended in cutting round 
some of the worst hills. This was charged 
to the public account as improvements 
done, but it was, in fact, only an attempt 
to repair a great mistake. Some further 
repairs were made under the superintend- 
ence of Mr. Hayes; sinco then,further sums 
have been» granted from time to time, say 
$1,500 or $2,000 in a season ; this amount 
, | to be distributed over 60 iniles ot road. By 
uurrying over the road and throwing in a 
little dust and dirt in a few of the worst 
places, the amount granted has been ex- 
pended and the road made passable forthe 
Summer; but they are literally of little 
avail, as the return of the wet season wash-

Slowly Drowned ! 


AMAN BURIED ALIVE IN A WELL—WATER 
SLOWLY RISES AND DROWNS HIM! 


*An accident of a horrible nature occurred 
on the farm of Mr, Heuston, near the vil- 
lage of Wyton, on Saturday afternoon last, 
resulting in the death by drowning of an 
agod well-digger,named Wm. Robies,of this 
city. The well onthe premises became 
foul, and several parties were applied to to 
Jeanse it; but each one, on examination, 
refused, as, from the construction of the 
well, the process didnot appear safe, It 
was an old fashioned well, 80 feet deep, G 
and walled up with loose boulders. Rob- 
ins undertook the job without fear, as he 
had been a well-digger of some thirty 
years’ experience, and expressed no fears 
for his satety. The water was pumped out 
aud he descended. About midway was a 
piece of pump-log running across the well, 
and blocking up the way. This he found 
it necessary to remove. But nosooner had 
the tackle been applied, and tho wood 
started, than the stones and earth caved in 
on ull sides, burying him beneath it. The 
block insome measure checked the de- 
Bcent, or elsothe unfortunate man must 
haye been crushed to death immediately, 
But he was only spared to meet a more 
terrible death by slow drowning. Part of 
the debris formed a partial arch over him 
—the reat wedged him in tight below. 
Those above were almost paralyzed by the 

sight before them, and, for some time, 
thinking poor Robins beyondall hope of 
recovery, did nothing to extricate him. At 
Inst his voice was heard, as it were, afar 
off, feebly calling to those above to clear 
uway the stones, and let him out, This re- 
assured the men, and one and all set to 
work with a willin the best manner that 
suggested itself ; a man went down,and by 
means of atub, lowered’ and risen by a 
windlass, a large quantity of the stones and 
earth was passed up. As fast as they 
worked, however, the earth kept falling in. 
All this whilethe yoice of Robins was 
heard at interyals—now imploring deli¥er- 
gnce in affecting terms, now making in- 
coherent ejaculations, and again inyoking 
mercy “ The water is rising; ivsnow up 
to my knees; but work away boys and 
you'll save mo yet ;'” came from away down 
in the bowels of the earth ina faint tone, 
but yet distinct enough to be understood.

Bach time it was heard the men in the well 
and at the windlass put on fresh energy, 
and worked ull great beads of sweat rolled 
off their brows ; the crowd continually in- 
creased, until at last there was a very large 
excited assemblage on the spot.

The 
thought thatthe mau, beside 6 the agony he 
must have endured from the pressure upon 
his body, was slowly drowning, lent fresh 
Vigor to the work of deliverancw, but the 
exhumation Wasextremely slow from the 
sandy nature of the soil, which fell in al- 
most as rapidly as it was taken out, Thug 
the work went on for three hours, and 
Tast the unfortunate man waa reached, 
Bat he wasdead. [ho water bad gradual 
ly risen, and, unable to move,so firmly was 
he jammed in, he at lust succumbed—ac- 
tually drowned by drops!

AnpevitiE, Jan, 21, 1871. 
Can Germany subjagate France, hold 
What she has won, follow up her victories, 
and secure her future? Will Germanstead- 
faxtness be outmatched by French obsts 
nacy? Is Fatherland capable of bearing an 
exhaustion like her antagonist and remain 
satellites revolving round Prussia for an 
indefinite time? The military aristocracy 
of the Tuetons, can it compete with the 
liberalism of the Gauls? These aro the 
questions of the day. The French are de- 
termined to have it out with Pruasia, irres- 
Pective of avy number of “rounds.” The 
pride of France will not give in. Every 
day she renews her strength, Never again 
can be her position as it was after Sedan— 
since then she bas shown that “ Rome has 
not lost the breed of noble bloods.” Her 
soldiers appear to be as numerous as the 
seed of Abraham —young of course, but 
daily getting older—becoming dangerous 
even trom defeut. She has lost 400,000 
prisoners, but the void is not felt. Her 
generala ure captives, but their succeasors 
are rapidly passing out of their apprentice- 
ship. The transition period bas been nearly 
passed, ordor is springing out of chaoay 
sacrifice has become aduty, and duty is 
growing into pleasure, ‘ 
In emerging from the chrysalis stage of 
imperialism to don the purple of Cesar,the 
now formal Emperor of Germany has lost 
an opportunity of reconciling “ all the 
glories” of Germany with its proper pru- 
dence, generosity and safety. The Emperor 
announces he has still the “earth hunger” 
and considers new frontiers, at the cost of 
France, greater security for his composite 
Empire, that the “unity” which he sym- 
bolizes. He flatters himself that in training 
France after his triumphal car now, the 
Spectators applaud asthey did up to Sedan. 
Since then bis march has been an aggres- 
sion—his invasion as “ flat burglary as ever 
was committed,” He ie pressing the falling 
man too far, and sowing the seeds of an 
eternity ot hate. In happier daysthe French 
planted trees of liberty; henceforth they 
will plant trees of revenge,and each wooden 
cross that pious hands pluce to make the 
resting place of a French soldier, will only

shelter the martyrs of patriotism, and the 
barbarism of the act will fill up the most 
infamous niche in history. There is a 
wailing im France, at the massacre of 
children, the aged and the sick in 
the capital. Think ofthe Christian Brother's 
school inthe ruede Vangivard. At mid- 
night a bomb falls into a dormitory where 
sleep twolye childreu, five are instantly 
killed, the others wounded. Think also of 
the fuoeral of these innoeents, and sympa- 
thize with the general rage, as the five 
small coffins were carried to the cemetery 
and buried with military honors. Into the 
hospital de Ja Pitie, twenty-two shells drop, 
three women patients are killed, four 
wounded—one unfortunate requiring her 
arm to be amputated, and sinking under the 
operation, her last words, were invoking « 
curse upon the enemy. ‘Tho citizens calm- 
ly move from the quarters attacked, silent 
but not dismayed. In the lycee Louis le 
rand, two bombs fell, and the pupils were 
atonce senthome. Never wasa school 
broken up on better grounds. Near the 
Odein, an Ameri@an citizen,as he was 
tuk)ng off his boots to go to bed, hada foot 
carried away, and now lies in the American 
Ambulance. The depot of the Cab Com- 
pany was visited by a shell, and sixteen 
horses killed—the Virgin’s chapel, in the 
church of Saint Sulpice, has a fragment of a 
shell lodged in the centre of the beautiful 
fresco over the altar piece. Immense 
blocks of stone, measuring o cubto yard, are 
blown out ot their position, ag if they were 
so much chaff, It 1s calculated 3,000 shells 
daily arnye in tho city, killing or wounding 
16 persons—and yot the besiegers say, the 
bombardment of the city has not yet com- 
menced. The petroleum bombs haye not 
done any great hurm—indeed the 'psyeho- 
logical stage” for battering Parisians into 
submission, so much insisted upon by the 
the German press, has not arrived.

Every week I take a run through 
these parts of France, and meet with bodies 
of men as numerous as ants and as busy as 
bees. Not an idea has any ono of them of 
submitting while a German occupies the soil 
of France—why should they? I have seen 
eome excellent squadrons of the newly raised 
cavalry—the horses have arrived from every 
part of the world, and the men have the dash 
and work of. real soldiers. The want of 
cavalry, especially for scouting duty, has up 
to the present seriously told against the 
French, who have had to depend on infantry 
for this important work—almost next to 
useless, These cavaliers, if they don’t ‘witch 
the world with noble horsemanship,’ will 
give a good account of themselves with tho 
enemy. In matters of artillery, the French 
are bringing forward very heavy guns for 
field work—the projectiles are in proportion, 
and from what I have seen of Prussian 
batteries, they will not be able to stand 
before the newly raised urtillery corps of the 
French. I may here add, as it was heretofore 
4 painful duty to notice its absence, that the 
people are displaying a greater humanity for

Feeding Potatoes to Milch Cows. 


In view of the fact that potatoes aro #0 


abundant this yearthat they are scarcely 
worth carrying to market for the price they 
bring, those who havo cows in good milk 
during the eold season, will find it of great 
advantage to give them a few potatoes daily. 
They are the best roots that canjbe given to 
cause cows to give an abundant flow of «milk 
of a rich quality, and free from any disagree 
able favour, Some yours ago,when potatoes 
were cheap, we knew ofa farmer that fed 
them to his cows along with good clover hay, 
and they gave no increased quantity of butter 
of fine flavor, and as yellow as that made in 
summer time. The potatoes ought sto bo 
sound and free from rot, which is injurious, 
though if slight frozen the cows will vat 
them without suffering any injury. Tho 
potatoes should be free from dirt when fed 
out, 


Pras ror Pras,—Few,things would pay 
a grain growing farmer better than to raise 
peas for pigs, No matter bow “ buggy” 
the peas may be, the bugs or beetles re- 
main In the peas until about the Ist of 
November ; and when the peas are fed 
out before this time, the pigs will eat both 
together, and there will be little | ss, No 
thing. makes better pork or lard than peas, 
aud the manure from pea-fed pigs 18 
exceedingly rich, A heavy crop of peas 
too, is a valuable crop and a fitting one to 
precede winter wheat, 


Au. Tury wii Eat, — Persons fattening 
hogs or beef should crowd both. The beat 
food aud the most of it that will not injure 
the health, should be the motto of every 
feeder, whether of one animal or a hundred. 
Hunger always awakens expectancy, which 
is another word for unrest, and when a lot 
of hogs or a herd of beef cattle spend half 
their time looking through or over the 
fence for the coming of their food, there is 
little gain for what is giyen them.

Liver. As described in the previous article, all 


ships sailing trom Collingwood ‘for that 

place must pass through the canal at the 

Sault Ste. Marie, which runs exclusively 

through United States territory. It had 

never been contemplated to send soldiers 

through that canal. They were to be landed 

on our side ot the Ste, Marie river, below 

the rapids, to march up the bank about 

three mites, and then embark again in the 

same steamers in which they sailed from 
Collingwood, and which in the meantime 
were to have gone round through the canal, 
During the war between the North and 
South, we had neyer made any remonstran- 
ces when the Washington Government sent 
warlike material up the St. Lawrence 
through our canals into the Jakes; in fact 
they had once’ sent 2 gunboat by that route. 
It was hoped that similar facility would be 
allowed to us, and that as long as no armed 
men violated theirterritory, no difficulty 
would be raised against our sending stores ot 
all descriptions through the Ste. Marie Canal. 
As, howoyer, faith is seldom put in the 
political honor or generosity of the United 
States, it was determined to send through 
the canal, as s00n as it was open for traffic, 
laden only with a purely mercantile cargo, 
one of the steamers that runs eyery summer 
between Collingwood and Thunder Bay, 
aud, when ouce on Lake Superior, to’ keep 
her there until it was officially ascertained 
whether the Amencans intended to be 
obstructive or not. Having even one steam= 
er ot that Jake would renders indepen- 
dent, as she could be kept constantly run- 
nilig across, taking men, horses, stores, &,

W. Morley Punshon, M, A., of 

Toronto, and Rey. Wm, Stephenson, of 

Otiawa, accompanied by Hon. Billa Flint 

and Jady, and Miss Bilbrougb. of March 

mont, visited tho Institution tor the Deaf 
and Dumb on Monday, Feb, 18th. They 
were received by the Principal and con- 
ducted through the different departments, 
and an opportunity was given them of 

witnessing the method of instruction, &c- 

They first visited the classes of Prof, Cole- 

man and McGann, and were much interest 

ed in observing the system of instruction 
pursued, While in the lecture room, Prof, 

Samuel T. Greene, B, A., who is deaf and 

dumb, wrote the following address :— 

To the Rev. Messrs. Punshon and Stephenson, 
Hon, Billa Flint and Lady, and Misa 
Bilbrough. 

It affords me great ploasure to seo you here, 

and [hope you are evjoylog your visit to this 

Institution, The attempt to educate the deat 

avd dumb is comparatively a recent enterprise. 

Looking back but a century we find the dret 

minde in law, literature and theology united for 

the most part in considering the deaf-mute os 
utterly Iucapable of recclying any education 
whatever, To verify thie assertion, Aristotle 
before tho refined Athenians, denied to the deaf 
and dumb the possession of Jntellect, and we 
can hardly avyold the decision that the mistake 
ofso Influential a character was o primo*cause 
ofthe long and cruel proscription afterwards 
endured by deaf-mutes, But the world at last 
lesrned, as John Locke aptly expressed {t, that 

‘God did not make man and leave it to Aristotle 

to make him rational,’ and that in the rise and 

progress of deaf-mute Instruction the fullest 
success has been achieved, 

Mr. Punshon replied as follows: 

‘““We thank you for your nddress and the 

proof you haye given that God know better 

than Aristotle, May God speed you in your 
noble work of learning thar you may teach 
others who aro afflicted in like manner, and by 
and byo you shall, I hope, through Jesus Ubrist 
get into a ‘better land’ where you shall ‘speak 
with tongues’ as woll as'the best, and ‘glorify 
God.” 


Wesleyan Missionary Meeting. 


The annual Missionary Meeting of the 
Wesleyan Mothodist Church, in aid of the 
funds for Domestic Missions, was held on 
Monday evening, 18th inst., and was fully 
as successful as any which was ever beforo 
held in the town. Upwards of an hour be- 
fore the time fixed for the comméncement 
of the services, the church door was besieg- 
ed by hundreds of people, waiting anxious- 
ly for the opening of the doors, Long before 
proceedings begun the church was filled to 
repletion, large numbers of persons being 
compelled to stand, through want of seating 
accommodation, Punctually at 7 o'clock 
the services were commenced by the Rey. 
D. L, Brethour reading a portion of scrip- 
ture, after which prayer was said by Elder 
Jones, The Mayor was then called to the 
chair, and after a short opening addruss 
called upon Rey, Mr. Brethour to read the 
annual report, He was succeeded by Rey, 
A. Browning, a Missionary who has lately 
returned from British Columbia, of the 
opérations in which country and slong the 
Pacific coast, he gave an interesting des- 
cription. Rey, Mr, Stephenson, of Ottawa, 
followed in an eloquent speech, referring 
particularly to the civilizging and amelior— 
ating influences of the Bible. Rey. W. M. 
Punshon, who was the last speaker, dwelt 
principally upon the work of the Society, 
strongly recommending the sending of a 
Missionary to some foreign country,he cared 
not where; as the only * foreign” mission 
now under the auspices of the Society, was 
that] British Qolumbia, and, by July, 
that country might be included in 
the Confederation—which, when done, 
would leave the Wesleyan Church in Can- 
ada without a missionary in a foreign coun 
try. Hedid not think this would be ful- 
filling the injunction of Jesua to his apos- 
tles. In conclusion, he urged bis hearers 
to be liberal in their gifts to the Society, as 
the sum of $8,000 lately given by the Eng- 
lish Parent Society Lad been withdrawn, 
and that amount would have to be raised, 
over and above the sum raised last year, to 
be even equal to itin point of funds. The 
proceedings closed with the benediction,

Expedition, 


BY AN OFFICER OF THE EXPEDITIONARY

PART 11 


(From Blackwood for January.) 
CONTINUED. 
As stated in our previous article, the Ot- 


tawa authorities have announced that the 
road from Thunder Bay to Shebandowan 
Lake would be fit for traffic before the end 
ot May; whereas by that date not more 


than thirty miles were still uncut through 
the primeval forest. A rumor got abroad 
“mongst the regular troops that the 
Canadian authorities were not very anxious 
to hasten the operation, lest by so doing 
they might make it possible for the 
regulars to get back before the winter set 
in; and every one knew that the Dominion 
Ministry was most anxious that they should 
be kept at Fort Garry for at least a year, 


The construction of this road was under 
the superintendence of the Public Works 
Department, the gentleman representing 
which in the Ministry was a French Cana~ 
dian, and known to be heart and soul with 
the priestly party in Quebec, and therefore 
most favourably incliaed to Riel. Men of a 
suspicious turn of mind began to say that 
the fact of their being no road ready for our 
advance was partand parcel of a political 
scheme whereby the departure of the ex- 
pedition might be stopped altogether, For- 
tunately those who had charge of its man- 
agement were not men to be turoed from 
their plans by any ordinary difficulties; and 
as the promised road was not likely to be 
ready in time, another route to Sbeban- 
dowsan Lake was sought out and utilized 
for the conveyance of the boats, &,, &c. 


A large sized river flows out of that lake, 
and being joined by two others of equal 
megnitude, empties itself into Thunder 
Bay ; it is known for the greater partof its 
course as the Kaministiquia River. The 
difference of level between Shebandowan 
Lake aud Thunder Bay is more than 800 
feet, and in descending from that great 
height the water passes over some yery 
fine falls, one of which is about 120 feet 
high, being one of the most picturesque 
spots in British North America. 

The officials of the Public Works Depart- 
ment who had been employed for several 
years exploring,surveying, and road making 
in that district, had impressed upon the 
military authorities, when the plan of 
Operations for the Expedition was being 
decided upon, that this river could not be 
made use of owing to the dangerous nature 
of its rapids and the magnitude of its falls. 
However when it was found that the road 
could not possibly be ready in time, an 
exploring party of one company, under 
Captain Young! 60th Rifles, wassent up in 
boats to ascertain the practicability ofusing 
it for the conveyance of boats and stores. 
The weather was most unpropitious; it 
poured continuovsly ; the men were never 
dry, haying constantly to work up to their 
waists in water; the labor was excessive,

but the perseverance of the above-mentioned 
officer, cupable of overcoming any difficul- 
ties, was duly rewarded. This discovery 
was a happy cyent, as it rendered us 
independent of the road. 

As numerous portages have to be got 
over before we lund the reader in the 
province of Manitoba, itis perhaps Vetter 
to describe here the mode of crossing one, 
the work of all being alike in character,and 
only varying in amount according to the 
distance to be traversed and the nature of 
the intervening ground, The bulkiest 
articlus taken with us were the boats, 
which were all about 80 feet long, and 
made in proportion. They were built - 
with keels, and in form were very mucli 
like those used jn our navy. Each boat 
curried eight or nine soldiers, and two or 
three Indians, or civilians, who bad been 
especially engaged as skilled in managing 
boats inrapid water, Tho stores wero 
sixty days’ provisions for all embarked, 
consisting of salt pork, beans, preserved 
potatoes, flour, biscuit,pepper,salt, tea and 
sugar, Tho heaviest of the articles was the 
pork, which was packed in small barrels, 
weighing 2001s each, tho others being 1 
much lighter aud much handier packages. 
Besides food, thero was ammunition, in- 
trenching tools, camp equipment, cooking 
utensils, waterproof sheots, blankets, &o., 
&c ; and with the artillery, two 7 pounder 
bronze guns, nod their ammunition, ma- 
torinh &e., &o. 

The boats wore distributed into brigades 
of six, to each of which a company was allot= 
ted. With cnch brigade were boat build: 
ers’ tools, and all sort of stuff for repairs, 
besides spare onrs, sails, &o,, &c. Once 
started, it waa known that we should have 
to rely on oursclyes and the stores we took 
with us ; for such wag tho utter barrenness 
of the wilderness through which wo were 
about to penetrato, that nothing bat wood, 
stones and water wero to be had there, 
Every probablo,indoed almost every pos 
able, contingency had to be thought of 
and provided for ; and it may bo confident 
ly naserted that no expedition has ever 
started more thoroughly complete or better 


prepared for its work, 

Tho brigades of boats were to move 
singly or in groups of two or three,accord~ 
ing to ciroumstances; but three was tho 


largest number that could work together 
on aportago, two being the best. When 
one of theso detachments reaghed a por

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate, Uentlem«n of 
(he House of Commons: 

Ihave much satisfaction {no meoting you at 
this, tho usual and most convenient season of 
the year, and undor the present auspicious clr- 
cumstances of the country. 

Che hope T was sanguine enough to express 
at the close of the last Session, that no further 
attempt would be mado to disturb our frontier, 
was doomed to carly disappointment. The 
Session had scarcely closed when lawless bands 
assembled within the United States In great 
bumbers and renewed the menace of invasion. 
‘They ventured to cross tho border at two points, 
but were promptly met and repelled. So com- 
plete and humiliating was thelr repulse that the 
lovaders lost heart and hope, threw away quan- 
titles of arme,and fell back to encumber the vil- 
lages 1a tholr ear with thelr starving and demor- 
lized masecs, Our militia rallied at the first call 
to arms with praiseworthy alacrity,and the spirit 
which pervades the country sWelled their ranka 
with volunteers from all quarters. The gallant- 
ry displayed and the success achieved have been 
duly recognized by the highest military author- 
ity and honored In gratifylog terms of appre 
clatlon by Her Most Gracious Majesty, In 
malotalning the militia on active duty,the Goy- 
ernment ‘ncurred outlay to considerable 
amount beyond what was provided by the votes 
of last session. The account of thelr entire 
expenditure for the defence of the frontier will 
be lald before you, and I feel confident that you 
will passa Billof Indemnity to the Government. 

My anticipation of success In regard to the 
Act passed forthe Government of Manitoba, 
and the North Weat Territories, and tu regard 
to the Military Expedition which it was neces- 
sary to dispatch have been fortunately realized, 
The troops surmounted the difficulties of the 
long and tollsome route with endurance, avd 
Intelligence, They encountered no armed 
opposition, and thelr arrival at Red River was 
cordially welcomed by the inhabitants. Tho 
people ofthe new Province have under tho 
constitution accorded to them last spring, 
assumed all the duties of Self-Government, and 
every appearance Warrants the hope that they 
Qro entering steadily upon & career of peace 
and prosperity.

In cach boat there was a strong painter 
anda towing-line, by means of which and 
the leather portage-straps a sort of man~ 
harness was formed when required, so that 
forty or fifty men could haul together, Say 
the portage was amile long (some were 
more), and that each man had to make ten 
trips across it before all the stores of bis 
brigade were got over, he would have 
walked nineteen miles during the opera- 
tion, being heavily laden fer ten of them. 
At some portages conaiderable engineering 
ingenuity was required—small streams had 
to be bridged and marshy spots to be cor- 
duroyed over. By the time our men re- 
turned, many of them were expert axemen, 
aud all were more or less skilled in the 
craft of the voyageur andAmerican woods: 
map. 

The country between Prince Arthur's 
Landing and Shebandowan Lake is wild 
and rugged. The road between those two 
places rons W. N, W., and may, for pur- 
poses of description, be divided into three 
sections—the frst extending to Strawberry 
Creek, about eighteen miles; the second to 
the Matawan River, about eight miles 
further on; and the third from thence to 
Shebandowan Lake, about twenty-two 
miles more. 

The first section 1s very hilly, the soil 
near the bay being sandy, with a surface 
covering wt most places from six to twenty- 
ning inches of peaty mould, In the valleys 
between the hilis are deep swamps, over 
which roads can only be made with con- 
siderable labor, The timber has been entire 
ly destroyed at some places by fires, eo that 
every now and then the road emerges from 
the thick forest into clear open spaces some- 
times of many hundreds of acres in extent, 
where the ground is covered with the burnt 
trunks of fallen tree, piled up at places one 
over the other like spillikins, an occasional 
pine of great height being left standing as 
it were to show the traveller the vastness of 
the destruction. These places are called 
brulees in the language of the country ; and 
in a few years after the fire has passed over 
them, are se thickly covered by raspberry 
and rose bushes (hat it is diffloult and 
tiring to cross them on foot. The timber 
consists of white and red spruce, patch pine, 
balsam, cedar, tamrack, white birch and 
poplar, the cedar being at some places 
slong the road in large quantities and of a 
greatsize, The rocks are trappean, a hard 
compact slate, with numerous veins of 
amethysting quartz and jasper, and jasper 
conglomerate, running through them ia 
irregular directiOns, Many silver-mines 
have been discovered in the neighborhoed, 
and galena, plumbago, and copper in 
several forms are known to abound ; eo that 
no prophetic powers are necesssry to fore= 
tell the great importance that this country 
will assume ere long from the development 
ofits mineral resources, About midway 
in this section is the most rocky district 
traversed by the road, where it ascends 
through arugged and hilly country to: a 
height of many hundred feet above Thunder 
Bay. Thisregion js also heavily wooded, 
so road making through it was no easy 
matter, As many places large-sized bould- 
era had to be removed from the road; and 
at others, whore groat roagh rocks cropped 
up inthe way, they were broken up by 
lighting huge fires around them, and by 
throwing water over them when thorough- 
ly heated. This caused thon to split up into

Registration, 


The Act for tho registration of births, 
marriages and deaths would seem to be 
practically a dead letter in Belleville. The 
report of Mr, Roy, Division Registrar, 
shows that no return of marriages celebrat- 
ed in the Roman Catholic Church had been 
received by him, though the Act provides 
that the return shall be made within 
ninety days from the date of the marriayo. 
Medical men and parents have, except in 
the case of one physician, entirely neglected 
to comply with the law, only s few births 
having been registered, while death would 
appear to have stayed his hand, if the 
report of the officer appointed to record 
his rayages were to be taken as evidence 
of the fact, The total number of births, 
marriages and deaths registered in the 
Division during the year do not amount to 
100; while we are assured from observa- 
tion, that the number registered falls fully 
200 the actual amount. The 
delinquents above cited have incurred a 
grave responsibility, for which the Act 
provides that penalties shall bo inflicted. 
Let them save the unpleasant consequences 
of being brought before the Police Magis~ 
trate and go to the Registrar's office and

Vexsaittes, Feb, 15,—Among the surrender- 
ed arms of the garrison of Paris are 200,000 
touskots, and 1,400 brass pieces, Tow number 
of iron guns on the walls ts not yot ascer- 
talned. 

Tt was intended at one time to tnvite the 
rolgtlng soverelgaa of Germany to accompany 
tue Emperor and army jo the triumbpal cotry 
Jato Paris, but this plan bas been abandoned 
and the sovereigns aro invited justead to attend 
his Mojosty in his grand entrance futo bis own 
capital. 

Tis sulll undecided at what time the Emperor 
will return to Germany, butit i thought he 
will leave Vefssilleson the 23rd, travelling 
Uirough Strasbourg, Carlsruhe, Stuttgart and 
Munich, and visiting on bis way the sovereigns 
wuo elected him Emperor, and who wiil fall 
Joto the tralato grace his triumphal entry 
lato Berlin, Tho Emperor will be tu Berlin on 
MMfarch Sth, when the first Diet of Uuited 
Germany meets, 

The Princes who haye been attached to the 
headquarters throughout the wur are returolog 
home. There are no signs of the slightest re- 
Jaxation of discipline in the German army, no 
Jndication that they consider their work fnish- 
ed. On the contrary, everything here is sug- 
gestive of the beginning, lustead of the close of 
acampaign. The Germans aro taking every 
precaution In case of the renewal of the war, 
sad will be ready to prosecute It with uonéual 
vigor. Twenty two divisions of jnfantry which 
have been at Meudon since the begining of the 
slege, returned yesterday to Rowen to joiu ibe 
remalnder of thelr corps.

‘GREAT BRITAIN, 
The New Army Bill. 


A Summary of its Provisions, 


New Yorx, Feb. 16.—A London despatch 

says: The principal points of Mr, Cardwell’s 
bill on the reorganization of the army, which 
will be brought forward to-morrow as the 
great event of the session, are that the purchase 
#ystem will be abolished and promotions bo 
made by a fair system of seniority and selection, 
The Horse Guards will be removed to the War 
Office, thereby abolishing the dyal goyern- 
ment 80 long denounced, The appointment of 
§ commander-in-chief will be in future limited 
}o aterm of five years, and that officer will be 
thewhead of the discipline and patronage only. 
This is not directed agajnst the Duke of Cam- 
bridge specially, but is in the interest of 
future discipline, Tho dopartment will have 
8 force, always ready which will be fixed at 
100,000; with o strong reserve of militia newly 
organized, 80 a8 to work with theregular army. 
The volunteers will bo left as they aro, but they 
will be required to give the War offiée guaran- 
feos of thelr eflclency, ‘Lhis measure Is 
shrowdly designed to head off tho anticipated 
Conservative attack on the War Office manuge- 
mont aud Is intended to win over tho radicals 
to thesupport ofthe Administration on that 
dang crous Issue.

A True Hero, 


(From the Toronto Telegraph.) 


David Simmons wis the engineer of a Pa- 
elflc express train. He was atrie man, For 
twenty years he held a place onan engine, Years 
ago, while dashing past Yonkers, Simmons call- 
ed the attention of his fireman to a train which 
was sweeping down upon them Ike the wind. A 
collision seemed jnevitable. The frightened 
fireman shouted ‘Good-bye, Dave, I’m going to 
jump,’ and sprang from tho locomotive, Sim- 
mons stood with his hand on the throttle of his 
engine like a man of tron, In the face of start- 
ling peril he remembered his duty acd stood at 
his post. A collision was ayerted,and the hero- 
ic engineer saved the lives ofa hundred men, 
On Monday night last this same David Simmons 
was driving his engine towards Albany at the 
rato of forty milesan hour, Near New JIam- 
burg, a red ligbt was swuvg out as from an ap- 
proaching train. David saw it and knew that it 
was the signal of dunger. His fireman again 
took the alarm and shouted to Simmons to leap 
for life. The noble Simmons calmly answered, 
‘I won't, (ll stay with my engine.’ Again he 
stood like a man of iron at his post, ‘Lhe firc- 
man sprang aud saved his life, The engincer 
saw a train on the bridge. He realized that bis 
only hope of safety Was to dash through the ob- 
Struction. He whistled off the brakes and 
crowded on all steam, This was the work of an 
instant. Simmons peered into the darkness shad- 
Ing his eyes with his hand, nud was dashed {oto 
the Jaws of death.”

atively, The consequence of this thorough 
system of education is, that the soil of the 
British Islands, instead of being cropped 
year after year with wheat, or barley, or any 
other high-priced cereals, and thereby 
deteriorating in productive powers,{s farm= 
ed in a manner to yield the highest profits 
to the cultivator, and yet to increase the 
richness of the land. A glanco at the 
statistics of agricultural production 10 
England shewa that the crops. have nearly 
doubled in quantity and quadrupled ia 
value within the last fifty years,and that land 
which formerly rented at £1 10s aterling 
now brings from £2 10s to £4 per annum ; 
small lots sometimes ranging as high as £6 
sterling per acre per annum, This fact 
may be stated in this connection, yiz : that 
the product of a bushel of wheat cultivated 
by garden process, is nearly six times as 
great as when gown in the ordinary man- 
ner, 

Turning from distant countries to our 
own land, we -tind that, ten years ago, a 
large number—probably one-third—of the 
farms in this coduty were heavily mort- 
gaged. Now, what ia the case? Why, not 
4 tithe of those farms in the front townships 
then encumbered, haye now a penny of 
debt resting against them. This result is 
not entirely due to better seasons —though 
farmers have no reason to complain in that 
respect—but to the improvement which 
has taken place in the mode of cultivation, 
The best ot the land, instead of being con- 
tinually cropped with grain, has had ap- 
plied to it the English system—that of a 
rotation of crops—which answers as well 
here as elsewhere,

Mr, _Ritchio delivered an address on 
“Tho Library,” dilating upon the manage 
ment. A good, woll-mauaged Library was, 
he said, a great adyantane tothe Sabbah 
School, and proceeded {o combat various 
objections raised. ‘The m of allowing 
children to choose their own booka ought to 
to be abandoned. ‘Lhe books ought to be 
relected forthem by the teacher. They 
would be better pleased by’ this means, as 
cfien dissatisfaction would arise, and the 
children would wish they had taken some 
other book which they had seen. The 
character of the books which should be fur- 
nished by a Sunday School Library was a 
matter of great importance. The several 
charches should adopta system whereby 
there imprimatur would be stamped on all 
the books admitted to the Library. It was 
a great mistake to suppose that all books 
sold for Sunday School Libraries were pro- 
per tobe used. Some of thom were too 
sensational Others advocated honesty for 
the love of gain, He who was houest, 
imply because honesty was the best policy, 
was not really honest. There were others, 
10, Which sought to place children ina 
wrong position, aa te:chers of their parent 
He urged the exclusion of these books from 
the Library, as they taught error. 
Mr. D, C, Ferguson combatted the view 
of teachers selecting the books for the 
children, He gave an account of the 
system pursued in the. W. M. Church 
in this town, Let the scholars select their 
own books, and then they could find no 
fault with the Librarian. 
Mr. Wm. Johnson followed in a five 
minutes’ address, urging the impossibility 
of teachers acting as Librarians, 
Rey. Mr. Burton said he had seen Mr. 
Ritchie's plan successfully carried out, 
Much of the success of different plans 
depended upog the care exercised by 
librarians. He objected to the great 
amount of light reading so common in the 
Sunday School libraries, 


Rey. Mr, Dingman advocated the use of 
substantial works—history, science, etc. ; 
they ought to have a book or two on the 
resources, climate, etc., of Oanada, 

The President thought the plans propos- 
ed were not applicable to country schools, 
Where there was only one room and scarce 
ly enough space to accommodate the 
scholars, they could not carry out the 
systems already brought forward. He was 
afraid that if the books on fiction were 
withdrawn, much of the interest in the 
library would cease, 

Hon. Mr. Flint said Mr. Ferguson's plan 
was the best which he bad seen in forty-

on unremittingly,  corduroying” being 
alone attempted; ditches were made at 
points only where they were essential to 
Prevent flooding. As few of our readers 
bave ever seen a corduroy road—may none 
of them ever have 4 ride over one|—a few 
lines describing its construction may not 
be out of piace, The course to be follow 
ed through the forest having being marked 
out by “ blazing” a line of trees, the re- 
quired breadth of the road is cleared of 
timber aud all serious obstructions, and 
partially levelled. Logs of trom six to 
nine inches in diameter are then cut ten 
feet long, and laid close together side by 
side, small branches and sand or earth be 
ing strewn over them to fill up the una- 
voidable interstices. Such was the rough 
method pursued by us; but in Canada 
more careful labor is bestowed upon roads 
of this description when they are intended 
for more permanent use, 

Before leaving Prince Arthur's landing, a 
deputation of Indians from the neighbor- 
hood of Fort Francis arriyed to inquire 
What we were doing, and what were oar 
intended moyements, The party consisted 
of three men, two boys, and a aquuw, Few 
of us bad ever before seen the pure heathen 
North American Tndian, and we cannot Bay 
that any of us were very favorably impres- 
sed by these specimens of that people, 
When near our camp, the speaker of the 
party, called ‘Blackstone,’ haying lagged 
bebind the others,was overtaken by an offi. 
cer, who was driving towards the bay, and 
who volunteered by signs to give him a 
lift; the offer was good humoredly accept 
ed. This Indian chief had neyer been in a 
wheeled conveyance before; and having, 
like all these wood savayes, an instinctive 
horror of horses,the drive was gone through 
with more solemnity than pleasure. Wheo 
he came in sight of the tents he requested 
permission to dismount where there was a 
small stream of water, Pulling tom his 
( pocket a small piece of soap, he wet it, and 
1 } plastered down his long, straight, black 


Be and) hair with it, and tied round his head a 


mink skin, from which at the back stood 
up a row of eagle’s feathers, with here and 
there an ermine tail hanging from them. 
Having thus completed his toilet, he came 
into camp. 

An English missionary who had recently 
arrived from Canada, and who lived close 
to the beach, invited the whole party to 
his tent, where he gave them a good dinner 
—no easy matter, as an Indian will eat as 
much as four white men, if allowed to haye 
4s much as he likes. The feast over, the 
zealous clergyman thought he might im- 
prove the occasion by administering to their 
spiritual wants; but they no sooner under- 


from his tentasif it had been infected, 
such is their horror of those who seek to 
conyert them, 


The deputation was formally presented to 
Colonel Wolseley,and a great deal of talking 
ensued. The Indians call such an interview 
a‘ pow-1vow,” and are very fond of making 
long speeches at them. Many of the chiets 
wreat oratorical powers, and use much 
gesticulation when declaiming. They ex- 
pressed astonishment at finding usmaking & 
road through their country without having 
previously made any treaty for their lands, 
and were very anxious to enter upon tho 
subject of the terms we intended proposing 
for the extinction of their territorial rights. 
These men had really no just claim to the 
land near the buy,nor indeed.one might gay, 
to the land lying between the hills and Lake 
Superior, xa they never hunted there; and 
beyond those hills, untill you reach Railay 
River, there was no land worth making & 
treaty about, ‘They were told that there 
was po intention whatever of making any 
arrangements On the subject nt present ; but 
that hereafter, should the Canaclian Govern* 
ment require any of their land, a suitable 
treaty would he made, when ample justice 
would be done them, They expressed 
themselves as devotedly loyal to the Great 
Mother—meaning the Queen—and anxious 
to assist their white brethren to the utmost 
of their power, They were made to under- 
stand that we merely wished for a right of 
way through their territory, and that we 
had no intention of occupying their lands. 
Promises were made to them that thelr 
head men should receive sultable presents; 
but that as we were pressqd extremely for 
time, and would haye great difficulty in 
carrying enough supplies with us to Inst 
during our tedious journey, they must not 
expect to receive them from the soldiers 
this year; that tho officer who was then 
representing Canada at Fort Francis would 
arrange all particulars As to the quantities 
of thibga thoy wero'to be given, and whoo 
and where they Were to recelve them. 

Thoy said they would go back and in 
torm their frionda of what had been told 
them, and in the meantime we were wel 
come to help ourselves to as much wood 
and water along the ling of route as we 
might require daily, 

‘These representatives of thie once flouriel. 
ing tribe of Obijewas—or Chippewas, ** 
thoy are indifferently oslled—were fine 
straight looking mon, and moved about 
with a certain dignity of bearing. Never 
but once did any of them express astonish: 
ishment at what they saw, when the oldest 
of the party, after long and silent oad 
plation of the busy scene at our crowded

Earlyin July «

The black flies and sand flies were very 
troublesome at times, buta merciful Proyi- 
dence has only given them power to annoy 
man by day, sothat, except lly, 
when the never-flagging mosquito buzzed 
round our heads at night, our sleep was 
undisturbed. Before loaving Canada we 
had beard such ‘traveller's yarns’ about the 
positive torture we should Lave to undergo 
from flies, that considerable trouble was 
taken to design, as a protection ayuinst 
them, a veil made of net.shaped like a bag 
open at both ends; it was tobe worn round 
the head, with which it was prevented 
from coming in contact by hoops made of

French member during tho session of the 
last Dominion Parliament not only openly 
expressed sympathy, but many of them 
justified, the act of Rell, He was also par 
ticularly anxious to haye it 
that ho did not believe that 
Catholic fellow subjects had any wish or 
desire to establish a Province in tho far 
west with a preponderating influence for 
their Church, or that the French desired to 
establish a second Lower Canada in Red 
River, with French laws and French insti- 
tutions, Those who heard that speech, 
which was toned down and modified before 
being published, saw but too plainly what 
the speaker was aiming at, It was too 
transparent when viewed in the light of 
facts, to mislead or humbugany one. And 
yet this new born zeal on the part of the 
leader of the Grits, 1s devoured as real and 
genuine by many honest men in Ontorio, 
whose zeal in many cases run away with 
their better judgment. Let them reflect on 
the antecedents of such mon, and weigh 
well the motives by which they are actu- 
ated, and few will be led astray by such 
pretensions, 

Scarcely had the Dominion Parliament 
been opened before wo had a repetition of 
this desire to modify the French on the 
part of the Grit party. During the debate 
on the address, Mr. Mackenzie took occas- 
lon to sympathize with the French nation 
in her present timo of trial and tribulation, 
and hoped she would soon rise from her 
now humiliated position to ber former stand- 
ard of greatuess, The object was so ap- 
parent that it we are to judge from the 
report of the debate; it fell flat upon the 
House, even the French members not utter:

for Bothwell. ‘This gentleman actually had 
the bardihood to say that had the murder 
of Scott never taken place there would have 
been few in Canada who would have found 
fault with the insurgents for resisting the 
attempt of Canada to establish her rule and 
power 1n the Red River territory, This is 
more than the most yiolent sympathizer in 
the House has over dared to utter, and it 
was left toa thorough Clear Grit of the 
Western stripe to thus justify insurrection, 
rebellion, and mob law, without ever wait- 
ing to learn what was the intentions of the 
Canadian or Imperial Government towards 
them. Yet these aro the very men who are 
taken up, fondled and curessed by many 
too unsuspecting men who are honest in 
their desire to see rebellion creshed and 
murderers punished. It will prove but 
another example of warming the viper into

Trade and Navigation Returns 
for 1870, 


Under the head of fisheries, the exports 
showing the largest increase are those of 
fresh and smoked salmon, fish preseryed 
and spiced, fresh, salted dry, and wot, ond 
tur or skins, the produce of creatures liying 
on the sea, 


The exports of fish oil haye fallen from 
271,762 gallons to 7,048 gallons. 


The exports of timber and of the products 
of the forest generally were rather less durs 
ing the last fiscal year than the Year pre 
vious. The only exceptions of any note are 
to be found in the articles of planks and 
boards and saw-logs, yiz :—1868-69, planks 
and boards, valuo $6,690,956 ; saw-logay 
duitable, 53, 092 ; 1869-70, $58,256,599 and 
$158,252. The amount ot duty collected on 
the saw-logs exported last year was $3,791,- 
228. 

Horses, horned cattle, bacon and hams 
are the principal articles in class 4 that haye 
yielded an increase in the percentage of ex- 
portation. The value bacon and hams 
exported in 1869-70 being $1,155,828, o8 
against $869,740 in 1868.69, is doserving ot 
notice, as evidence of the growing impor- 
tance of pork-packing for 
which fucilities have been given by the 
regulation sanctioned by tho Pnyy Council 
under the law in 
bond, 

The exporis of wheat, which in 1868-69 
amounted to rather more than 2,800,000 
bashels, rose in 1869-70 to ypwards of 
8,700,000 bushels, The coarser grains show 
an aggregate excess of 8,800,000 bushuls

‘The capitulation of Paris, though known 
to be unavoidable, has not the less profoundly 
struck homethe whole country. At first, 
people gave way to tho most painful despair, 
a hopelessness of poignant griof,increased and 
maintained as the conditions of the surrender 
were “broken” to tho nation, The only 
gratification left was that famine, not the 
bombardment, forced tho brave Parisians to 
yield, and tho only wish expressed that the 
conquerors might not enter within the sacred

ransom, but spare|the humiliation of the ruth. 
Tess foe bivouacking on the boulevards, The 
citizens must have been sorely tried for the 
means ofsubsistence or the capitulation would 
not have passed off so quietly. 

Still there are men to be found who blame 
Jules Fayre for a decision that will rank him 
among tho noblest figures in history, for not 
first making Paris a sepulchre .and then a 
Moscow, Only four days’ rations of black= 
bread on Saturday, 28th January, for 2,340,- 
000 human beings, and railways destroyed 
all round for sending up supplies. It was on 
the same day of the month,in July, I witness- 
ed the ex-Emperor and his son leave the pri- 
yato railway station in the park of St. Cloud, 
for Metz,and listened to the moncharda shout- 
{og after him,a Berlin, St. Cloud and its 
surroundings are now the abomination of 
desolation, and Metz isa German fortress. 

The railways are being rapidly got into 
working order, the sight of miles of rusty 
metal—ot “cuttings” feet deep in water, 
and weeds everywhere, where formerly a 
wild-flower would be varied as proof of 
neglected duty, is dismal. The stations 
closed up or battered down, and the cross- 
ings leftto take care of themselves, are 
getting into apple-pie order. Tho first train 
passes to-night through this city from Calais, 
direct for Paris, by the Pontoise Junction. 
Only food and fuel will be conveyed for 
many days yet—the mailvan takes an 
humble placo between two coal-trucks— 
and no letters are received by the authorities 
unless opened and fully paid. The Tuetons 
will have much to do at Versailles if they 
read one per centof the thousands upon 
thousands of communications that will pass 
through their hands before entering Paris, 

Haying to pass through the same ordeal, 
May accopnt for the astonishing delay of 
political “intelligence everybody's 
“four own,” in tho city. Until the elections 
@re over, on Sunday next in the capital, no 
outsiders will he allowedto enter. Further, 
the supply of fool will be then very fair, as 
from all points of the compass, tons upon 
tons of provisions of every kind are blocking 
up the stations, and train upon train paffa 
slowly by, the engines oven look as if they 
were laboring ina holy cause. Ihave seen

Public School Act. 


Tho following 18 a summary of the sever 
al clauses of the new School Act so far as 
it relates to the Public Schools, The 
clauses relating to Grammar Schools we 
will give in a subsequent issue, | 

The first clause proyides that all common 

Schools shall hereatter be known as Public 
Schools,and that they shall be free through 
out the province, except in such cities, 
towns and villages asthe School Trustees 
may deom 1t expedient to collect from the 
parents and quardiansof children a sum 
not exceeding twenty cents per month per 
pupil to defray the cost of text books, 
stationery, and other contingencies, 
Tho clause makes 
on each school corporation to provide ad- 
equate accommodation for all children of 
school age in the municipality.

The third is the compulsory clause whiah 
requires that all children from the age of 
seyen to twelve shall be compelled to at- 
tend school for at least four months in each 
year, unless where # child proves refractory 
and then he isto be sent to an Industrial 
School. The clause does not provide, 
however, that Roman Catholic children 
shall be compelled to attend ao Public 
School, or that Protestant children shall 
attend Roman Catholic Schools, 

The fourth clause gives to Police Magis- 
trates, in cities or towns, or to any magis- 
trate in villages and townships, power to 
impose upon the parents or guardians of 
such children as do not attend school for 
the prescribed time, five dollars for the 
first offence, and double the penalty for 
each subsequent offence, except in cases of 
extreme poyerty. The complaint shall 
come from the trustees, 


Clause five provides that in each county 


Inspectors, who shall have charge of not 
more than one hundred and twenty, nor 
less than fifty schools each; provided that 
it shall not be necessary to appoint more 
than one officerin each riding of a county ; 
and further, that in counties containing any 
municpality wherein the French or German 
language is the common or prevailing 
language, an Inspector may have charge of 
any number of schools not less than forty, 
Clause six declares that each city or 
town shall be a county for the purposes of 
this Act: and the Inspector shall be called

Although the extreme measures of yeils 
and oil were not found ne Ceasary,yet whilat 
we were encamped in the woods, the mos- 
iuitos were always sufficiently annoying to 
render it desirable to have as much smoke 

48 possible round where you sat in the eyen- 
ing, to keep them at a distance, In front 
of each tent-door, as soon ag the sun Went 
down, you generally saw what the back- 
woodsman calls “q ‘smudge,’ smouldering 
away, filling the tents with the volumes of 
steamy smoke which it omitted, A smudge 
is simply a small fire, on which is put damp 
moss, Or wet rotten wood or bark, whichin 
burning gives out clouds of vapour laden 
with carbonic acid gas. To impregnate the 
air more effectually, the smudge was fre- 
quently placed actually inside the tent, the 
door being left open,so that the flies incom- 
moded by the atmosphere might escape,— 
When the tent 18 completely filled with 
smoke,the door is fastened up for the night, 
So that no mosquito can enter, 

The stores were brought by our land 
transport waggons us far as the Matawan 
camp; the road as far as that being in fine 
weather very good, all things considered. 
The great nutto crack was to get them 
over the twenty-two mules between there 
and Lake Shebandowan, a small portion 
evly of that distance haying a practicable 
road over it. Every mile ofnayigable water 
on the river was, therefore, made use ofthe 
stores being sent up for the first few miles 
in boate, then conveyed » few more miles 
in waggons, then in bonts again for about 
eleven miles, then a short distance again by 
Waggon, and finally by water again for the 
last three milesto Shebandowun Lake; 
there they were collected oa a sandy beach, 
previous to being distributed amongst the 
brigades as they started finally for Fort 
Garry.

When 
encamped at Prince Arthur’s Landing, the 
men caught immense quintities of large 
trout, many of them weighing ten or twelve 
pounds, those of five or six being considered 
small. They~ are, without exception, the 
most tasteless of the finny tribe, There is 
nothing repulsive abovt them, either in 
appearance or in flavor, but still, as food, Wwe 
know of nothing thacis less palatable with= 
out being positively nauseous, At the 
various other camps along the road, and 
subsequently during the advance upon Fort 
Garry, the men used to catch pike by trol- 
ling from the boats. Those with black 
backs were fair eating ; but the other sorts 
were bony and soit, with a muddy flavor. 
Rach brigade was furnished with a fishing 
net, as it was expected that large quantities 
of fish would be obtained along the lines of 
route tu vary the daily diet; but it was subse~ 
quently found impossible to use them; for 
being so pressed for time, we never halted 
for a day until we reached Fort Alexander, 
close to Lake Winnipeg, and as eyery one 
worked hard until dark every evening, there 
was never time for net-setting.

Potato Bugs. 


A correspondent of the Cincinnat. Ga- 
cette recommends the exensive planting of 
early petatoes, and the abandonment of 
late planted potatoes during the prevalence 
of the potato bugs, for the follow- 
ing reasons: —Oo the approach of winter 
they dig down and burrow in the earth six 
oreight inches doep, where thonsanda of 
them may now their winter 
quarters, only waiting forthe warm sun of 

June to call them forth to their work of 
destruction, The bugs will make their ap- 
pearance about the 1st of June, but not so 
numerous but that they can be managed 
tintil an early crop can be matured. When 
they first appear, they immediately fly in 
search of their favorite food, After a few 
aya the sexes pair, and in a day or two 
the eggs are deposited, after which the old 
bugs soon become torpid and die, baying 
gone their round lite 1 filled out 
their little day. {n four or five days these 
eggs in their turn are hatched, and after 
about ten days of voracious feeding, these 
things that are hatched attain to the full 
size of the potato bug larye, They then 
seek the carth and cig abont an inch un- 
der ground, where in a few days the lar- 
ym changes to the beetle, when they come 
forth the complete Colarade potato bug, 
to perpetuate their species in like manner 
as the first, And thus they keep on 
multiplying, one generation after another, 
increasing to such astonishing nombers as 
to sweep everything before them.’ On the

The fertile belt of land along the north 
bank of Rainy River is only abouta mile 
in width, great swamps existing between 
it and the chain of lakes which lies to the 
northward. There had been a large In- 
dian encampment here during the early 
part of July, it being a great annual resort 
for the surrounding tribes; but this sum- 
mer, as they expected our arrival amongst 
them, tuey had collected from all quarters 
in the hope of obtaining .presents, They 
also wished to appear imposing by their 
numbers,s0 as to enhance the value of 
their goodwill towards us, and to impress 
upon the white-faced soldier how formid- 
able they might be as enemies, Unfor- 
tunately for the success of their intentions, 
we were not able to start for at least six 
weeks after the time originally proposed for 
our departure from Shebandowan; so that 
as days wore on and there was no sign of 
our arrival, the crowd grew weary ot wait- 
ing, particularly as the supply of fish in the 
neighborhood became exhausted, there 
being so many mouths to feed. The Goy- 
ernment bad early in the preceding winter 
sent a gentleman to Fort Francis tor the 
purpose of keeping the Indians of that dis- 
trict quiet, and preventing them from being 
tampered with by Riel, He had exerted 
his influence—which was considerable—to 
induce them to disperse, fearing that their 
presence might lead to a collision with the 
soldiery when engaged in carrying stores 
and boats over the portage on which stood 
Indian wigwams. His persuasions, and 
that most potent of arguments, an empty 
stomach, soon caused them to Ieaye; 80 
that when we arrived not more than about 
a dozen lodges remained, although their 
uncovered poles stood thickly around, re 
minding one of the way poles are piled to- 
gether ina field at home when tho hopa 
have been picked. 
Col. Wolseloy had several ‘ pow-wows” 
with those that remained, A hideous oltt 
chief named Crooked+neck, from the man 
nor in which bis head was set on bis shoul: 
ders, was the principal speaker. He was 
very old and very dirty, and, in the name 
of his people, made most exorbitant de 
mands in stating the terms on which they 
were prepared to allow us permanontly to 
open out a route through their territory. 
There was much difficulty io makiog them 
understand that tho militery necessities of 
our position rendered st impossible for us 
to havo brought them up large prevents, 
but that whateyer it was settled by the 
Government of Canada thoy wore to receive 
should be given to them next year. There 
was the usual talk about loyalty to the 
Groat Mother, and of their desire to live on 
good terma with their white brothers 
Thoy said that the passago of so many 
boats through their'watera had frightened 
thoir fsb, so that but little was now to be 
had; and complained of our mon having at 
many places thrown empty barrela Into the 
rivora, which scared tho pike and sturgeon, 
alloging that even the groaso from these 
barrela bad been generally destructive to 
fish of all sorts, Some one had put this

Previous to leaving Prince Arthur 


Landing, Colonel Wolseluy had sent a pro 
clamation into the Red River Settlement 


informing the people of the objects of the 


Expedition, and calling upon all loy al men 
Copies 


to assist him in carrying them out, 
of it were sent to the Protestant and Ro- 
man Catholic bishops, also to the Governor 
ofthe Hudson Bay Company at Fort Garry, 
who were at the same time requested 
by letter to take measures for pushing on 
the road to the Lake of the Woods, already 
partially made, It was never anticipated 
that this road could be completed in time 
for us to use it, even should there be no 
* hostjlities; but it was considered advisable 
to impress Riel with the idea that we in- 
tended advancing by that route, so that in 
case he was bent upon fighting, he would 
frame all his calculations upon a wrong 
basis, and make his preparations along it 
for our reception. This ruse was success~ 
ful; for we learned at Fort Francis that he 
had armed men on the lookout in the 
neighborhood of where he thought we 
should disembark on the shores of the 
Lake of the Woods, 
A loyal halt-breed of undoubted character 
had been despatched early in Jane trom 
Prince Arthur's Landing for the purpose of 
going into the Red River Settlement by the 
Lake of the Woods road, and of obtaining 
reliable information as to the state of affuirs 
there up to the latest possible date that he 
could remain, compatible with his meeting 
Colonel Wolseley at Fort Francis on the 31st 
July. This service was faithfully perform- 
ed. He had left his home in the Indian 
seitlement onthe lower Red River on the 
20th July, bringiug letters tor that officer 
from the Protestant bishop and others, con- 
taining information asto the supplies of 
fresh beef and flour we could calculate 
upon obtaining at Fort Garry, and interest- 
ingi@but melancholy accounts of how things 
stood there. It essential that the 
commander of the Expedition should have 
the latest and most relinble information as 
fo therebel movements and Riel’s iiten- 
tions, before leaving Fort Francis ; for it 
Was necessary to decide upon the final plan 
of operations there, as beyond that place we 
should be, one might say, in rebel territory 
or at least where it would always be possible 
fo attack us.

and relused or neglected to appoint a suc~ 
cessor to Judge Day. The remaining Arbi 
traters being: a majority, after waiting a 
reasonable time, proceeded to their import- 
ant work, and made a division of the said 
surplus debt. This award was not as fa- 
vorable to the Province of Quebec as the 
rulers in that Province thought it should 
be, and consequently another protest was 
entered, based on the assumed illegality of 
the award, It having been concurred in by 
only two of the Arbitrators, Quebec being 
unrepresented, it is contended {t is not 
valid or binding on Quebeo,os no provision 
was mado in the Confederation Act for an 
award by a majority of the Arbitrators, and 
that such provision not having been mado, 
any and all awards should be concurred in 
by all the Arbitrators. 


To reply to this position, Ontario says an 
award by a majority is tioal, and that if it 
were not s0 an award would never be made, 
as the representative ot cither Province 
could and would at any moment, whenever 
he could not have his own way in every 
particular, resign, or refuso to sign any 
award. That these difficulties would arise 
is beyond doubt, where interests of such 
Vital importance to each section of the old 
Province of Canada are involved. The 
reasonableness of this position is certainly 
both fair and equitable, but Quebec not 
having succeeded in saddling upon Onta* 
rio us large a portion of the debt asshe 
would like, refuses to accept the award,and 
intends taking the question of its legality to 
the Privy Council in England. 


This is the position of the case at p 
aad in this condition did the Dominion 
Parliament find it, Mr. Blake, knowinj

Bordeaux, Feb, 27.—Ata menting of the Left 
lost night, Louls Blane said the union of the 
different sections of the Left would produce an 
excellent effect, but this meeting was untimely, 
because it was bold to protest agalast conditions 
yet unknown, 

Gambetta recommended that the mouting 
suspend its protest until the conditions were 
oMeclally announced to.the Assembly, then all 
stiould adopt the same Ine of action, but no 
formal engagement for united action sbould 
now be entered Into. 

Panis, Feb, 27—The Jouroal des Debats says 
that during the three years allowed for the pay- 
ment of the indemnity, flye thousand Prussian 
troops will occupy Champagne, exercising the 
right of requisition and living at the expense of 
ie French Government. If the payment is 
completed before the time expires, Champagne 
will be immediately cyacuated, It ls under- 
stood that duriog the occupation of the city 
unarmed detachments of the enemy will ho 
permitted to visit the pubile edifices In all parts 
of the city, but the army eorps of thirty thou- 
sand men will not leave the Faubourg Honore. 

Loxpon, Feb, ~The Times Versailles special 
telegraphs that the armistice has been prolong- 
ed tothe 12th March. No requisition will be 
made by the troops entering Paris, who will be 
quartered in tho public buildings.
